1A few moments afterward ocarringes
began to arrive, bringing the presiden-
tinl Lmy from the special car where
they had been seated only afew moments
before 1n auticipation of a summer's
lessmre tour.

ARREST OF TRE ASSASSIN.

Tnmnediately upon lhearing the pistol
shot Officer Kearney, who remained aut
his post of duty néhr the B street en-
trance after tho Presidemt entered the
bnilding, ran into the large reception
room, and was in time to sce ns-
sassin running toward the east deor,
which opens on Sixth street. Bafore
reaching this door the nssaséin turned
back to make his way out of the north
door, where he was met and arrested by
Ofticer Kearnsy. The officer met the
prisoner on the steps and said to him:
* I must arrest yon.” ““All right,” said
the assassin, “1 did it and will go to
il for it, I am a stalwart, and Arthar
will be President.” Ofticor Kearney
took his prisoner into the large waiting-
room, where he was joined by one of
the railroad officers and escorted to
police headquarters. On the wgy he
gave Kearney a card on which was writ-
ten: * Charles Guitean, of TIllinois,”
that being the priconer'sname. Guiteau
is described on the books at police
headquarters as follows:  **Charles
Guitean, awested at 9:25, July 2, 1851,
for shooting President Garfield; sged
thirty-six; white; born in the Unitea
States and a lawyer by profession;
weight, 180 pounds; has dark-brown,
thin whiskers and ssllow compleéxion;
dressed in a dark suit with blaek
slouch . hat."

Mpys, SBarah V. E. White, the lady in
charge of the waiting-room at the.depot,
was the person who first reached the
President af{ter he was ehot. She thus
describes the shooting and armest of
Ghuitean: * I saw the whole thing. The
man came in from the door, entecing
the ludies' room from the main waiting-
room, as the President entered the mid-
dla door from B street:. WLen he had
aspproached within five feet of the
President be fired, aiming, T thought, at
the President's hearvt, and missed him.
The President did not seem to natico
him, but walked right on past the man.
He fired again and the President fell.
He fell vight at the twn of the second
row of seats. I was the first to vesch
him and Jifted up his head. The jan-
itor rushed in and ealled the police. 1
beld him until some men came and
lifted bim up. He did not speak to me
or to any onauntil a young man, who, I
think, was his son, cume. Alter he had
vomited I think he eaid something to
him, When bhe was liffed npun fhe
matiress he spoke or greaned. The
man who shot him enid nothing; no
words at all passed between” them. Lhe
man walked deliberately - out of the
center door, where somebody headed
him offf He turned and started back
the way he camo, and was seized at the
door by the police. T have scen {he
man once or twice before. Ooetime in
particnlsar I notiood him, a fow days ago.
He promenaded up and down just as he
did to-day, wiping his face aud appar-
entlv exoited. T thought he wae walt
g 1or some (nends,.

MUS, GANFIELD  ARKIVES FROM L8NG

Mrs, Garfield arrived from Long
Branch early in the evening. When
Mra, Guarficld alighted from her our-
riage, weeping, and followed by her
danghter, Mr. Blaine broke com-
pletely down and wept for several min-

utes.

Mrs. Garfield was escorted by herson
James up the stairs, the boy, a Ilad of
fifteen, holding her tightly by the waist
and constantly whispering words of
comfort in her ear. Upon entering the
apartment over which the shadow of
death was beginning to hover, all pres-
ent silently retired, und the gdying Pres-
ident and his wife were loft alone. 'This
was ab precisely 6:50 They remained
together for fifteon minutes. At the
end of that time the doctors were again
pdmitted to the room.

THE PRESIDENT ON BUNDAY,

The President rested ecomfortably
most of the time Sunday, suffering only
from what e ealls ‘“tiger's claws ™ in
his feet, and a slow but constant im-

Tovementin hiscondition was reported.

exhibited other unfavorable symptoms,
and the gravest apprehensions were ex-
cited.

assassination of President Garfield and
pruyed fervently for his recovery.

THE PRESIDENT ON MONDAY.

The symptoms developed in Presi-
dent Garfield's case on Monday were
both fuvorable and unfavorable. The
hope permitted and enconraged by the
first official bulletin of the day was con.
verted into a eat fesr by the
later intelligence that the symp
toms of Saturday had returmed and
that tympunites was again noticeable.
I'or several honrs in the earlier part of
tha evening hope was practically aban-
doned on all sides. The bullotin issued
at 10 o'clock at night pronounced the
patient slightly improved; at midnight
the Cabinab ofticers had left the White
House, and the President was sleeping
quistly, Instead of the usnal noise
of firecrackers and pistol-shots which
characterizes the Fourth, Washington
was as silont as the grave,

Telegrams in conntless numbers came
pouring into {he executive mansion and
the state department from the United
States, from Canody, from every conntry
in Ewrope. The President and his Cab-
inet were especially touched snd grai-
ified by the evideneea of affection and
sympathy which eame from all paris of
the South. Hundreds of telegrams,
coming from every State nnd represent-
ing both gexea and all cladies of the
people. were received, It was utterly
impoasiile, in the excitement and anx-
iety of the present crisis, to acknowl-
edge these telegrams or to express to
the writers the gratification which their
good wishes and warm sympathy gave
to the President aod his Cabinet, The
secrotary of state, thorefore, furnished
the following, witi a request that it be
given the widest possible circulstion;

The corresponding
hour has passed to-dsy without such
symptoms having appeared. There isa
decided gain, which we had no right to
oxpect even so late as daylight this
morning. The President has slept
qnietly and naturally at short intervals,
His mind is perfectly clear. He de-
scribed his symptoms with the utmost
precision and clearness. There may be
gome incrense of pulse and temperature
again this evening, but we have
reason to believe that there will now be
n gfendy gain with each dsly.
Wasnixgrox, July 5—The condition
of the President to-night is even more
favorable than indicated by the last
official bulletin. For the firat time
since the shooting the attending phy-
sicians talk with a certain degree of con-
fidence in his recovery. Prior to the
issne of the 9 o'clock bulletin last
night, the physicians bad abandoned
all hopes of recovery, and they had
determined to inform the members
of the Cabinet that death wonld
certainly ensne within forty hounraif the
examination they were about to make
last evening did not farnish decided
evidence of improvement. Happily, the
changed aondﬁion of the distingnished
sufferer furnished the evidence hoped
for, and since that time there has been
a steady and remarkable improvement,
At 9 p'clock last night the pulsewas 124,
with the temperature and respiration cor-
respondingly high, This morning's
examination showed a decline in the
pulse to 114, and later in the day to
104, with other favorable conditions
that increased the hopes entertained for
recovery, To-night the pulse marked
106, temperature, 100.9 degrees, and
respiration twenty-fonr. This was bet-
ter than the physicians expected, pur-
tioularly ;as all the other indications
were reassuring. During the day the
Prosident received considerable noug-
ishment, and upon two occasions asked
for food. He was given chicken broth
in two-ounce doses, and received
eighteen ounces in all of this kind of
nourishment. He w tired of the
broth, which, he said, did not satisfy
his oravings of hunger, and he was
given bouillon in rn.l quantities,
There is limited inflammation in the
track of the assassin's bullet, but it is
what the physicians term a healthy in-
flammation, natural to the wound, and
an indication that the healing process
is going on. There is mno tym-
panitis, His strength has improved,
and at times he shows a
tion to change his position by his
own efforts, using his elbows to raise
the body. He is forbidden, however,
to make any exertion whatever, and his
attendants watch him vigilantly to pre-
vent this. His slee
has been natural and refreshing, and no
morphias has been adm
the past twenty-four hours.  There have
been two movements of the bowels to-
day, both spontaneous, which show
ogitively that the intestines are not in-
rm-ed, and are in a healthy condition.
The doctors say that the condition of
the President, wiila still critieal, fur-
nishes very decided evidence that he will
be able to pass successfully future stages
of the erisis unless somsthing not now an-
ticipated should take place, The weather
has been very hot to-day, but the Presi-
dent did not complain on this acconnt.
He has now reached that point wherse
it ean be said that every honr increases
his bold on life, Of course, the doo-
tors will give no assurance whatever as
tu the foture, but their cheerful mmm-
ner and enconraging conversations (o-
night have almost convinced all who
bave been watching with painful solici-
tude nbont the President’s chamber that
he will servea out his term of office.
